Much work is being done in the north west county on the rail project.  

About the Project:  The Poinsettia Station Improvements project will lengthen and elevate passenger 

platforms, install a fence between the tracks within the station, relocate a section of the existing tracks, 

and replace the existing at-grade rail crossings with an undercrossing featuring stairways and ADA 

compliant ramps on both sides of the tracks. Additional station enhancements will include new shelters, 

signage, and updated lighting. Construction is anticipated to be complete in 2020. 

The project is a key part of the larger effort to improve and modernize rail infrastructure along the 

LOSSAN coastal rail corridor as part of the North Coast Corridor Program.
